cussjon. 


Then we would appreciate it if you would send the 


detail of the wick's inciuiry to us for inclusion in a 
national survey which we will send to you for simultane- 
ous publication. 


It is one of the biggest things -we can do in the in- 


terest of-American religion. 
If there are faults in the 


Church—and there undoubtedly are—this will bring them 
out for everyone to see. 


We suggest that the week of April 9th be used for

A. On'Jani'' 28,' 1923,. Senator.JGapper^ in- 


troduced into the senate's'bill, "to provide..for 
uniform regulation of marriage- and divorce." 


The first step in mak5ng.'a.national marriage 


and'divorce law. is the}securing of an 'amend- 
ment to the United States'Constitution; giving: - 
the power to.enact such a" law to congress, as 
the power now rests entirely with the individu-. 
al states. Therefore, Senator. Capper has also 
intro*u.ced the following. Joint resoiutjon:. "The 
congress Shall have power to make laws', which 
shall 
'be 
uniform 
throughout 
the 
United 


States, on marriage and' divorce, the legitima- 
tion of children, and the care and custody 
of- 


children affected by annulment of marriage or 
by: divorce." To become a part of the Con- 
stitution this proposed amendment must 
'be 


passed by both houses of congress' by a two- 
thirds majority, and ratified by the legislatures 
of three-fourths of the states. 


Senator Capper's bill describes in detail the 


regulations required for the issuance of mar- 
riage licenses and the 
valid 
contraction of 


marriages. A marriage must take placo within 
a year after the aocuring of a license in one 
of tho following-^-aj's: 


(1) Before any person 
authorized to cele- 


brate marriages by the laws of the_s£ate jn 
which the marriage is to be performed, fcy 
declaring in the presence of at least two com- 
petent witnesses other than the officiating per- 
son above referred to that they take each oth- 
er as husband and wife; or, 


(2) 
In accordance with the customs, rules, 


and regulations of any religious society, de- 
nomination, or sect to which either of the par- 
tics may belong, by declaring in the presence 
of at least two competent witnesses that they 
take 
each 
other 
as 
husband 
and 
wife." 


(Sec. 2). 


Of particular interest arc the sections for- 


bidding the 
issuance of 
licenses to 
certain 


groups: "No license to marry shall be issued 
to one who is at the time married, or under the 
age limit as provided by section 7, or insane, 
or an imbecile, pauper, epileptic, feeble-mind- 
ed, or.afflicted with tuberculosis or a venereal 
disease, or related to each other within the 
following degrees 
of consanguinity . . . . " 


(here follows a list of close relationships, in- 
cluding that of first cousin) . . . . ; "orwhere 
the applicants are members of different races; 
that is to say, marriage between members of 
the white and black or of the white and yellow 
races shall not be valid."' (Sec. 4). "No license 
shall be issued to a male under the age of 18 
years, or a female under the age of 16 years. 
No license shall be issued for the marriage of 
a male between the ages of 18 and 21 years, or 
a female between the ages of 16 and 18 years 
without 
tho consent of his or her parents, 


guiivdian or curator . . . . " ('Sec. 7). 


The provisions relating to illegitimate chil- 


dren aru summed up in Section 29:. 
"In any 


and every case where the father and mother of. 


I an illegitimate child or children shall lawfully 


intermarry

Divorces may be obtained on the following 


grounds: 


(1) 
"Adultery, except when the offense has 


been committed with the consent, connivance, 
or condonation of the party seeking the di- 
vorce, or when the party seeking the divorce 
has also 'been guilty of adultery under such 
circumstances as would have entitled the oppo- 
site party, df innocent, to a decree.

A divorc* trial cannot take place within 60 


days- of th<! riling oi: the suit. If the defendant 
floes not contest the case, the prosecuting at- 
torney of the judicial district in which the suit 
is brought must 'defend the petition in the 
name of the state. 


Section 36 reads as follows: "The court, in 


decreeing a divorce and in making provision 
for the guardianshp, custody, support and edu- 
cation of the minor children of ifuch marriage, 
shall favor the claims of the mother, providing 
she be,, in the judgment of the .court,.mentally 
and morally competent, but at all times .this 
judgment shall be with regard to the 'best in- 
terests of tho children. If the custody of the 
children -shall bo vested in either parent, 
the 


other parent may be permitted to visit 
the 


children and be visited by them, and may be 
required to contribute to the support of 
the 


children according to his or hor ability. . . . "
